Our Union has been handed a “Take it or leave it” ultimatum by the 
Steel Industry. Because the daily life of every American may be aj: 
fected by its consequences, let me answer a few questions. 


Firet of all they offer us a take-home pay increase of a nickel an hour. 
With that we must accept the industry's demand for a five-year contract 
which provides less benefits each year than we have negotiated in the past 
from year to year. Also, the industry would require each worker to con- 
tribute one-and-one-half cents per hour more for insurance. One paid 
holiday is offered, but not until 1957. An additional half week of vaca- 
tion for a minority of workere—but not until 1958. One penny an hour 
more is offered for work on the late shifte—but not until 1958.

The industrv's attitude surely cannot be due to its financial position. Let's 


take a look at the profits in steel for 1955. After taxes, the profit of the 
steel industry was over 1 BILLION DOLLARS for the year. This amounts 


to $21,000,000.00 every week of the year, or, over $3,000,000.00 ever, da.

WHY DOES THE INDUSTRY FAIL TO CONSIDER GREATER 
OUTPUT PER-EMPLOYEE? 


Even the Steel Companies do not deny the validity of the Government's 
figures which reveal a vear by year growth in the form of greater pro- 
duction per employee. Because of this consistent growth in production, 
higher wages and salaries are not a luxury. They are a necessity. Without 
rising earnings people cannot buy increased quantities of goods. If the 
American people cannot buy what is produced, the outcome is obvious. 
It is precisely to avoid this situation which we have faced in the past, that 
a steady rise in wages is an absolute necessity if we are to keep our nation 
prosperous. In the Steel Industry last year, the rise in productivity broke 
all previous records. It was a startling 1] percent. For every one hundred 
tons of steel produced by the average Steelworker in 1954, he produced 
one hundred and eleven tons in 1955. This is in sharp contrast to the 
Steel Industry's shameful offer of a five cent increase in net wages or 
about 2 percent.

I do not know why the industry chooses to reward it's employees’ record- 
breaking production with a trifling wage ollier, a substandard contract and 
insistence that its employees gamble on an unknown future for five long 
years. But this I do know. The proposals made to the industry by the 
union on behalf of the steelworkers are reasonable. The industry can well 
afford them—and atill leave profits at a record level. Once again I call 
upon the leaders of the steel industry to measure up to their responsibilities 
to the steelworkers and to the nation. I want the nation to know that the 


United Steelworkers of America stand ready to negotiate, through genuine 


collective bargaining, a fair and reasonable settlement before the expira- 


tion of our current agreements on June 30.

12-nation U.N. nuciear-power. pact can take oz 
any practical meaning. This pact is an outcome 
of a project initiated by President Eisenhower 
three vears ago with the ideal of spreading the 
benefits of peaceful atomic power world-wide

ever country it is,’it will thus take the leader- 
ship of the world in the production of atomic- 
electric powe!

Walter de la Mare made a wonderful lot of 
magic with words in his 83 years. As long as the 
English language is spoken, or read. or even 
delved into by scholarly antiquarians, the world 
will be the richer for his poetry 


His life should be an inspiration for all slow 
Starters. Young Walter did not go to college. 
and from 17 to 35 he worked as a bookkeeper 
in the London office of an oil company. At that 
point, with his three score and ten half spent. 
he received a small grant and annual 
from the British Government. It was 
money well employed. With that meager but 
adequate aid, Walter de la Mare embarked on 
a literary career productive of more than a score 
of books—poetry, short 
fairy tales, a play. Three years ago Queen Eliza- 
beth named him a member of the Order of 
Merit, an honor reserved for no more than 24 
living persons of special eminence. 


De la Mare was by nature a mystic, by tech- 
nique a symbolist. “Haunted by questions no 
man answered -yet.” he followed a “stubborn. 
desperate quest to conjure life, love. wonder 
into words.” There is music, bewitching and 
other-worldly, to all his best poems. Few poets 
have ever used the rhythms of English as 
flexibly, with almost unbelievable effect, as did 
de la Mare in “The Listeners,’ a mood-evoking 
fragment akin to Coleridge's “in Xanadu did 
Kubla Khan. . .

And as always they lay heavy stress on 
geographical “balance” as a qualification. The 
No. 2 man by tradition is supposed to strengthen 
the ticket if he comes from a different part of 
the country from the No. 1 man. 


But does he? The history of presidential eiec- 
tions since 1900 contains little to support the 
theory. During this period 28 vice presidential 
candidates have made the race, but only three 
of them could boast that their party had carried 
their own states while it was losing nationally. 
These three were Sparkman in 1952, Bricker in 
1944, and Kobinson in 1928. Since Sparkman and 
Robinson were Democrats from states which 
have never voted Republican anyway, it is highly 
unlikely that their states voted Democratic in 
1928 and 1952 just out of local pride in the 
No. 2 candidate 

In effect, then, only one case out of 28 can be 
cited to show that a vice presidential candidate 
may heip to carry a particular state or section 
which the presidential candidate would not have 
carried anyway. On the other hand, there have 
been two cases—Vallace in 1940 and Marshall 
in 1916—where the ticket won nationally but 
failed to carry the vice presidential candidate's 
State 

It is true that in 16 cases, the ticket did carry 
the vice presidential nominee's state, and in 12 
cases it did not. But the decisive factor appears 
to have been not so much the identity of the 


vice presidential nominee as the No. 1 man’s 
national appeal. Who would say, for example, 
that Mr. Nixon, rather than Gen. Eisenhower, 


carried California in 1952? Experience shows 
that it is not geographical “balance” between 
the two candidates which makes winning tickets, 
but something else entirely. 

By and large, people vote for or against the 
head of the ticket, and their decision on that 
score is affected very little by where the second 
man comes from 

All of which suggests that one of these days 
one of the parties might work up its courage to 
make a vice presidential selection on one basis 
that is, on the basis of the nominee's fit- 
ness to succeed to the presidency. Perhaps this, 
lar more than geographical “availability,” would 
persuade voters to give weight to the qualifica- 
tions of the No. 2 men as they made up their 
minds between the No. 1 men 
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li Was Not a Parade 


If you thought you saw a parade the other day 
and are worried that you missed the proclama- 
tion of some new holiday, be at ease. You just 
happened to see a pair of touring Russians. Of 
course, they were followed by FBI agents, and 
the agents were followed by reporters—and for 
all we know, the reporters were followed by in- 
vestigators for a few congressional commit- 
tees, and these may have been followed by 
the “private eyes” of tip-sheet and “inside dope” 
publishers 

These things can go on and on. But it is our 
firm position that no procession is a parade 
without flags, bands and drum majorettes—espe- 
cially not without drum majorettes. The Rus- 
Sians are not of a rank to call for a parade 
They are two of the lesser attaches of the Soviet 
embassy who were on an ordinary sightseeing 
tour of Kansas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Texas and 
Missouri with the full blessing of the State 
Departinent 

But an eye was kept on them. After all, their 
interest in parking meters may have been 
feigned. ‘They may have been trying to get the 
low-down on how to start dust storms and heat 
waves. Anyway, they were pretty testy by the 
time they reached St. Louis—and probably good 
facsimiles of American tourists in Russia. 


onl, 
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Task for the Youth Commission 

The most sensible approach to the Inerease in 
youthful crime here is to search for the causes 
and remedies, and that is what the city and 
county are doing in creating a metropolitan 
youth commission. An aldermanic committee 
has approved a bill authorizing the Mayor to 
name nine commissioners. St. Louis county will 
do the same. 

Mayor Tucker has said that the kind of young 
hoodlums who attack innocent people and com- 
mit highway outrages should be given no more 
consideration than ordinary criminals. The law 
is plain on that point and it is also plain in di- 
viding juvenile and adult offenders at the age 
of 17 

But as the Mayor also observed, only a small 
segment of the population is involved in youth- 
ful crimes.. The public's greatest responsibility 
now is to prevent criminality or delinquency 
from spreading among that great majority of 
young people who have not been involved in 
either. This is not principally a task for police 
or courts. It is the task which the youth com- 
mission should undertake 


St. Louis naturally is outraged by the series 
of vicious beatings and other crimes committed 
by young toughs. But neither angry reprisals 
nor a Pollyanna approach will solve the prob- 
lem. Let law enforcement be stern against youth- 
iul outrages, but let the youth commission and 
the grand juries search for a constructive ap- 
proach to better youth training.

The majority in both parties which 
has supported our foreign policies over 
the past fifteen years has thus far 
largely conceived of them as a series 
of arrangements which will fend off 
the aggressive and intrusive forces in 
the world outside and leave us free to 
work out our own American destiny in 
our own way. Implicit in such a con- 
cept is the persistent conviction that 
foreign affairs, except when war is im- 
minent, are largely a marginal consid- 
eration. 

Now on this rapidly shrinking planet, 


which we share with the Russians, 
Chinese, and others, the traditional 
quick, total solu- 
tions which we 


Americans have al- 
ways demanded in 
foreign affairs are 


simply not avail- 
able. 
If we are to 


strengthen our na- 
tional security, ex- 
pand our influence, 
and play the role 
in world affairs for 
which our history 
has prepared us, 
in the face of the 
political, economic, 
and ideological 
challenge which is now being generated 
by Moscow, we shall need to consider 
our relations with the world from a 
far broader perspective. 


Bowles 
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The World as a Community 


Out of this broader perspective we 
must hope that a new majority con- 
sensus will emerge which recognizes 
the fact that we live in a world that fs 
a community and which is prepared 
responsibly to support policies from 
that premise. If this consensus fails to 
develop for want of communication, or 
effective leadership, or inadequate po- 
litical organization, or for whatever 
reason, or if it develops too late to be 
effective. the implications for our own 
and for future generations of Americans 
are not pleasant to contemplate. 


The following allegory may highlight 
my meaning 

When plague threatens a community, 
its more fortunate members, like Boc- 
caccio’s lords and ladies, or those of 
Poe in his tale of the Red Death, are 
easily persuaded to retire to the manor 
house. They can provision it as for a 
siege, strengthen the walls, deepen the 
moat, station retainers at the gates, and 
reach agreements with others of a 
similar mind to join in keeping the 
contaminated at a distance. Within the 
castle the lords and ladies may pleas- 
urably and even usefully employ their 
time for a while in savoring the con- 
centrated riches of their little world or 
in improving its arts and sciences. 


Quandary of the Manor House 


Yet the community will find itself 
facing some difficult questions. How 
many will be admitted to the manor 
house and who are they to be? How 
high are the walls to be built and how 
fast? How many retainers are to be 
mounted at the gates’? What kind of 
arrangement with and what compensa- 
tion for those who man the outer 
barriers’ 

Each of these decisions is a difficult 
one, involving not only conflicting pres- 


* sures on the emotions and sympathies 


of the decision-makers but nice calcu- 
lations of risk against gain. For as the 
company is expanded, as more work- 
men are hired, as more retainers are 
armed, and more allies contracted for, 
the possibility grows that some of them 
may themselves become infected. 
Moreover, each new person is a 
charge upon the limited resources which 
can stored in the manor house, and

if there are too many mouths to feed, 
the provisions may not outlast the 
course of the plague in the countryside. 
And may not the workmen and re- 
tainers, if they become sufficiently 
numerous and assured, turn upon the 
lords and ladies and destroy them? 


Since the original decision as to how 
best to achieve security against the 
plague was itself irresponsible, these 
subsidiary decisions needed to imple- 
ment the plan will become steadily more 
difficult. No doubt there will be re- 
peated assertions within the castle walls 
about the necessity of “preserving our 
way of life.” But these cannot supply 
the overriding sense of moral purpose 
which alone can bring ordinary men 
consistently to subordinate their per- 
sonal, short-run wants to the demands 
of a larger end. 


‘Dirty, Costly Work to Be Done’ 


Ultimately this, program for survival 
will almost certainly prove self-defeat- 
ing. The Red Death may himself appear 
at the feast, as he did in Poe's story, 
despite the care that was taken to ex- 
clude him. Even if he does not, the 
lords and ladies, upon their return to 
the wasted countryside, will find that 
the plague has eroded the substance 
and energy of the community upon 
which they had assumed their more 
favored position rested securely. 


The second possible course of action 
is to séek to improve the public health 
standards of the community as a whole. 
This is by far the more arduous path. 
Pleasures and immediate advantages 
must be foregone in some part. There 
is hard, dirty, costly work to be done. 


The first thing to be noted is that 
this cannot be done to the community 
or even for the community by the lords 
and ladies, operating from a position of 
lofty privilege. It must be a common 
effort undertaken by most of the com- 
munity’s members with all of the vision 
and vigor of a truly creative endeavor. 


To Usher in a New Society 


From the very outset the lords and 
ladies must face the fact that no matter 
how inspired their leadership or gen- 
erous their contribution, they cap ex- 
pect little or no gratitude from the 
community as a whole. Indeed, as its 
wealthiest members, they will be looked 
upon for some time with continuing, 
although perhaps diminishing distrust. 
Nor do they even have the assurancg 
that their enterprise will succeed, for 
the plague may yet come in spite of 
all they can do. 


They and their associates can only 
know that in this community effort lies 
whatever chance there may be for life, 
health and vigor; the other way. none. 
However, if the chance pays off, they 
may find that they have achieved far 
more than survival. They will have 
forged the beginnings of a society in 
which everyone can live with pride and 
good hope. And they will find, too, that 
they have begun to create the machin- 
ery, the loyalties, and the confidence 
for attacking with some success the 
new and perhaps even more sibtle and 
difficult problems that are sure to face 
the community in the future.

When Senator Wayne Morse

chances. He replied that the 


bill had a good chance if the 


Democrats decided to make it 
a party issue and marshal their 
full strength behind it. That 
decision now appears to have 
been made. 
Much to Gain. 

The Democrats have much to 
gain by making a strong fight 
for a high federal dam in place 


of the three small private dams | 


which the Federal Power Com- 
mission has authorized 
Idaho Power Co. to build on 
the same stretch of the Snake 
river between Oregon and 
Washington. 

Most obviously, they can give 
a strong boost to Morse’s cam- 
paign for re-election. His Re- 
publican opponent is Douglas 
McKay, Salem Cadillac dealer 
and former Secretary of the 
Interior, who reversed the De- 
partment’s position in May 1953, 
withdrawing its long-standing 


opposition to the private power | 


company’s application before 
the FPC. 


Oregon's other Senator, Rich- 
ard L. Neuberger (Dem.), made 
McKay one of his chief targets 
in his successful campaign two 
years ago. He regards con- 
servation and public power is- 
sues as decisive in his unexpect- 
ed and narrow victory. 


Morse is using the same is- 
sues, but he wants to be able to 
point to a strong Democratic 
record on Hell's Canyon as 
proof that the Democrats mean 
what they say about full de- 
velopment of the nation’s re- 
sources. : 

Issue in Washington, Too. 

With control of the Senate 
one of the chief prizes at stake 
in the 1956 elections, the out- 
come in a single state or two 
could be decisive. In Washing- 
ton state, Senator Warren G. 
Magnuson (Dem.), also 
for re-election. He, too, is a 
strong supporter of federal de- 
velopment of Hell’s Canyon, and 
his opponent is Gov. Arthur B. 
Langlie, who has identified him- 
self with the Idaho Power Co. 
side of the controversy. 


Through the nation as a 
whole, the Democrats see Hell's 
Canyon as an issue on which 
they can portray themselves as 
the friends of the consumer and 
the protectors of posterity, and 
label the Republicans as the ad- 
vocates of more profits for the 
big corporations, 

Democratic ‘‘give-away’’ 
charges were canceled out to 
some extent when President 
Eisenhower vetoed the natural 
gas bill last February. His veto 
saved federal rate control over 
natural gas producers, even 
though he explained he favored 
the bill's basic objectives and 
rejected it because of “ar- 
rogant” lobbying for its pas- 
sage. Significantly, Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Lyndon B. John- 
son and Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn both backed the 
natural gas bill, although some 
other Democrats condemned it 
as one of the worst of the 
“give-aways.” 

Appeal by Butler. 

Democratic Chairman Paul 
M. Butler emphasized the im- 
portance of Hell’s Canyon in 
letters last August to Johnson, 
Rayburn and other party lead- 
ers in both houses. 

“Our campaign attack on the 
Administration giveaway at 
Hell’s Canyon is meaningless if 
the Democratic Congress has 
not moved in the Eighty-Fourth 
Congress to stop it,” he wrote. 
“This action is vital in the elec- 
tion of Democratic Senators and 
Representatives in the ‘four 
Columbia basin states (Oregon, 
Washington, Montana and 
Idaho) and will be an effective 
in other sections of the 
country ... This issue is hot in 
Oregon and will be a vital fac- 
tor in the re-election of Senator 
Morse and Representative Edith 
Green (Dem.), Oregon.” 

Last November, Johnson in- 
cluded Hell's Canyon in his 13- 
point “program with a heart” 
for adoption by Congress in 
1956 and said the list was the 
result of talks with Democratic 
leaders including practically all 
of the men being considered 
for the Democratic presidential! 
nomination. Rayburn announced 
his general acceptance of the 
program the next day. 

Stressed By Stevenson. 

Adlai E. Stevenson, who had 
mentioned Hell's Canyon only 
casually in the 1952 presidential 
campaign, gave it great empha- 
sis in his speeches before the 
Oregon primary election last 
month. He quoted approvingly 
Senator Morse’s statement that 
Hell's Canyon “is a symbol of

And there is a strong belief 
in Japan, which the Commu- 
nists and leftwing Socialists are 
careful to cultivate, that Amer- 
ican military bases there do 
more to provoke attack than to 
safeguard Japan.

Two historic developments 
have contributed immeasurably 
to the growth of neutralism in.

Another is that the Asian 
neutrals aren't really neutral 
after all. All the leading neu- 
trals — India, Burma, Ceylon, 
Indonesia — chose democratic 
forms of government when they 
got independence from colonial 
rule.

For this price the sports 
fisherman has the use of a 
craft between 30 and 40 feet 
long, manned by a skipper and 
mate familiar with these waters 
j}and the fish hereabouts. The 
charter vessels will accommo- 
date.a party of six and are 
(equipped with outriggers so 
that four lines may be trolled 
| simultaneously. The boats also 
are equipped with radio tele- 
phones, usually kept open so 
skippers can pass along infor- 
mation on the whereabouts of 
game. 

Vacationers receive the help 
of the boat captains in arrang- 
ing parties, so expenses can be 
split between two or more per- 
sons and in this way costs can 
be held to a minimum. Larger 
party boats featuring drift fish- 
ing over the offshore reefs also 
sell chair space along the rails 
for $3.50 a half-day for those 
seeking real economy.

EW developments in equip- 

ment necessarily lead to new 

terms—terms which can be 
easily misunderstood unless 
they are clearly defifed. 


Because there has been some 
confusion in the minds of home- 
makers concerning the exact 
meaning of such phrases as 
“fully automatic washers” and 
“conventional washers,” the 
American Home Laundry Man- 
ufacturers’ Association has com- 
piled the following glossary of 
definitions. 


If you are contemplating the 
addition of any laundry equip- 
ment it might be well to clip 
this article and save it for 
your future guidance. It also 
might be helpful in understand- 
ing articles which appear in the 
press from time to time con- 
cerning the use and care of 
equipment. 


WASHERS 


Automatic Washer. 

A power-driven device for 
washing fabrics which, upon 
one setting of controls, (a fills 
itself with water at a set tem- 
perature (or as near that tem- 
perature as the water delivered 
to the washer permits), (b) 
washes, (c) rinses, (d) extracts 
water, and (e) stops—all with- 
out further attention on the 
part of the operator.

Semi-Automatic Washer. 


A power-driven device for 
washing fabrics, which per- 
forms filling, washing, rinsing, 
and water extraction functions, 
performed by the automatic 
washer, without the operator’s 
removing the fabrics, but which 
requires that one or more of 
the operations be controlled by 
setting controls subsequent to 
the original setting.

Wringer Washer. 

A power-driven device for 

washing, which is equipped with 


a power-driven wringer for ex- 


tracting water.

Spinner Washer. 

A power-driven device for 
washing fabrics, in which clothes 
are washed in one container 
and removed to another for 
rinsing and water extraction. 

DRYERS 
Automatic Dryer. 

A power-driven device for 
drying fabrics which, through 
heat and tumbling and with or 
without air flow, evaporates 
water from fabrics for a period 
of time determined by the op- 
erator at the initial setting of 
the dial, or for a period of time 
determined by the machine pur- 
suant to conditions within the 
machine, and which shuts off 
without further attention by the 
operator. 

COMBINATION 
WASHER-DRYERS 

A power-driven device for 
both washing and drying fabrics 
which, upon one setting of the 


controls, combines the _ auto- 
matic washer and automatic 
dryer functions in one con- 


tinuous operation 
IRONERS 

A power-driven device for 
smoothing and removing mois- 
ture from fabrics, which uses 
pressure, friction, and thermo- 
statically controlled heat and 
which is operated by hand, knee 
or foot controls. 


DRIP-DRY TECHNIQUE 


If you are going to drip-dry a 
nylon, orlon, or dacron garment, 
it’s best not to wring it at all 
After sudsing, take it from the 
final rinse and adjust it over a 
hanger or rod. 

This technique prevents set- 
ting wrinkles or creases into the 
abric.

Wise Use of Color Brings 


Life Into Today’s Kitchens 


some Advice on Psychology of Color; 


Tips on How to Plan Deco- 


rative Scheme. 


HE current .interest in the 
T use of color in the kitchen 

is an encouraging sign that 
women are finding more pleas- 
ure in their work, and are de 
termined to have a cheerful spot 
in which to go about their daily 


chores. But just how to intro 
duce this color effectively is a 
problem which puzzles many a 


homemake! 

The first point to take into 
consideration is whether the ap 
pliances themselves will be 
white, or one of the lovely 
pastel shades of pink, brown, 
green, yellow or blue 

This is a choice which is 
squarely up to you. If you like 
change, you may be wiser to 
keep your basic equipment 
white and use color for those 
things which do not represent 
such a large investment and 
may be replaced easily. In this 
Way you can, by the simpl 
process of re-painting the walls 
and making new curtains 
change your color scheme at 
will. If you decide upon this 
safe-and-sane course, it might 
be well to have a neutral floor! 
covering. 

But if you do not change 
your mind too frequently, if 
you know that there is one 
special color or combination of 
colors which makes you feel 
happy and relaxed, then the 
new colored appliances are for 
you 

They are so lovely that they 
are truly hard to resist. No 
longer are they the bright col- 
ors originally introduced in the 
appliance field. They are now 
soft, livable tones that fairly 
make your heart sing 

Match, or Mix- Match? 

If you decide upon colored 
appliances, the next question to 
be decided is whether to buy 
range, refrigerator, freezer and 
laundry equipment in the same 
color, or whether to mix-match 
-——-perhaps the brown and yel 
low, or the pink and brown, or 
the yellow and blue. So subtle 
are these colors that they blend 
happily with one another. 


Do give. serious thought to 
your choice of colors; they have 
definite emotional characteris- 
tics which affect individuals 
Your own reactions are the 
surest guide. Usually there is 
some strong association connec- 
ted with a strong feeling for or 
against a particular color, and 
it isn't wise to use a color to 
which there is a personal objec- 
tion just because it is currently 
smart, or because you feel you 
may grow to love it. Chance 
are you won't 

The effect of color upon o 
moods and emotions has been 
studied thoroughly by experts, 
and is given serious considera- 
tion in business and industry 
these days. It is just as im- 
portant in the home 

Authoritative Advice. 

The following color chart and 
tips on the use of color have 
been compiled by the Deco- 
rative Fabrics Institute Be- 
cause this advice is authorita- 
tive, you May wish to save it 
for future reference 

Red is warm, vibrant. stimu- 
lating 

Yellow is cheerful, refresh 
ing, and produces the sensa- 
tion of sunlight and warmth. It 
should be handled carefully 
the slightest change will make 
it cool or warm, soothing or 
aggravating 

Blue is cool and restful. It 
is soothing for persons who are 
inclined to be excitable, but is 
often depressing to a morose 
person. 

Green is pleasing and invig- 
orating, because most shades 
are subconsciously associated 
with nature. 

Orange has a warmth and vi- 
brancy often too stimulating to 


families with soothing colors 
in blue, green or neutral tones 
Warm up the blues and greens 
with a spot of red or yellow 

Color is closely allied to 
light, and the reflection fac- 
tor must be taken into consid- 
eration. The nearer the color 
approaches white the more 
light vou will have in the room 
The nearer it approaches black. 
the Is the light 

When planning the colors. for 
a room, it is better to work 
with large samples of fabrics 
Wallpapers or paints, because 
color used in large quantities 
become darker and more in- 
tense 

Colors used _  decoratively 
must be tested under both day- 
light and artificial light condi- 
tions 

Color can be brilliant or very 
dull, a quality called intensity 
The brilliant color will be more 
dramatic and has to be used 
sparingly, with great care. 

Texture affects the intensity 
of a color to a great degree 
\ rough texture will reflect 
less light. and seem _ duller, 
while a smooth texture will 
appear brighter because of the 
reflection factor and its lumi- 
nous qualities 

Where to Start. 

With the above advice from 
the decorators at the instityte, 
and with your own personal

The dishpan is fast becoming 
as outmoded as the garbage 
can, as more and more home- 
makers discover the advantages 
of having sparkling clean dishes 
and glassware by simply push-

One reason for this accept- 
ance is undoubtedly the health 
factor.

Here is how this fascinating 
device works. When the timer 
mechanism arrives at the last 
one-minute rinse, it automatic- 
ally injects a few drops of the 
liquid wetting dgent into the 
water through a tiny hole in the 
cap. The “wetting” ‘solution 
breaks down surface tension of 
the water so that water, in the 
form of droplets, is not left on 
the glasses and silverware to 
form spots but slides off in 
sheets.

HEN Ben Ballenger was 34, his sweetheart jilted him 
W ex “hauled off and married a fellow with a brand-new 


Hudson.” To ease a broken heart, he holed up in a 


cave. 


That was almost 17 years 
ago, and he’s lived there 
ever since. 

“T’ve got it in my blood,” 
he said, as he sat in his 
rocker, rolling a cigarette. 
“I've been told that I’m 
the only man in the United 
States who lives in a nat- 
ural cave.” 

But for all this, Ballen- 
ger—slight of build, nor- 
mally clean-shaven and 
neat—is no hermit. “When 
I first moved in here, | 
stopped shaving, and I had 
a beard down to here,” he 
said, indicating his chest 
with his gnarled hands. 
“But it too much 
trouble.” 

He welcomes visitors,

larly advice to the love- 
lorn. He provides for his 
wants by doing odd jobs; 
he’s a good carpenter and 
brickmason.

@ IN THE WINTERTIME, with a warm fire blazing in the 
stove, the narrow, jagged cave contains memories of four 
ex-sweethearts, all of whom, says Ballenger, “let me down 
for fellows with bigger bankrolls and cars.” These include 
the fiancee who married the man with the Hudson, another 
who married “a fellow with a little Ford coupe,” and two 
more he doesn't talk about. 


“T tell people that a woman's theme song is ‘How Green 
Is Thy Billfold?’” Ballenger said. 

His role as area handyman keeps him too busy to fre

“I'm a sort of jack-of-all-trades.” he explained. “I built 
every house in this hollow, I guess. And I’ve just been 
down the road cutting a neighbor boy’s hair.

DON’T know a fugue from 
| a cantata, but I’m curious 

about a lot of things, and 
one of the things I have been 
curious about for a long time 
is a phenomenon of the summer 
season known as a music camp. 


Music and camping would 
seem to be rather unrelated ac- 
tivities, yet each summer thou- 
sans of musically inclined 
youngsters pack up their oboes 
and their blue jeans and flock 
to dozens of camps throughout 
the country, from where their 
activities are rather sketchily 
chronicled in their home-town 
papers. 

The nearest such camp to 
St. Louis, and one which has 
grown to become one of the 
largest privately operated 
camps in the country, is known 
as the Egyptian Music Camp. 
It is held each year in the Du 
Quoin Fair Grounds, about 
three miles from Du Quoin, IIL., 
which is about 80 miles south- 
east of St. Louis as the bus 
flies. It is now in progress, 
and it seemed to present an ex- 
cellent means of satisfying my 
curiosity. 

Du Quoin is a town of about 
8000 people with a sun-baked 
main street. But there are no 
music campers on the streets 
of Du Quoin, 

“We only see them when 
they get here, and when they 
go home,” said the taxi driver 
who took me out to the fair 
grounds. 

The fair grounds, scene of the 
annual Du Quoin State Fair, one 
of the best in the country, 
cover 1500 acres, a hundred 
acres or so bigger than Forest 
Park. In the approximate cen- 
ter of the place lies the grand- 
stand, said to have cost $1.- 
000,000 and which is actually 
a sort of combination grand- 
stand, administration building 
and outdoor theaten. The grand- 
stand is the hub of the music 
camp. It is here that the young- 
sters play their trombones and 
tubas, eat their meals, sleep 
and have most of their recrea- 
tion 

° * 

HEN I dismissed the cab 
W nc walked toward the 

grandstand, my ears were 
assailed. by a combination of 
noises which were to serve as 
the background music of my ex- 
istence for the next couple of 
days. It was the noise of sev- 
eral pianos, playing different 
tunes, the noise of woodwinds 
and brass tuning up, like the 
preliminary noises of a sym- 
phony concert, pius the noises 
of several hundred teen-age 
voices which blended with the 
other noises and reverberated 
through the vast grandstand. 
After a few hours, I found, you 
get so used to it you don't 
hear it. 

The first visual impression is 
one of hundreds of girls, all 
dressed in shorts and blouses, 
and almost as many boys 
dressed in T-shirts and blue 
jeans, moving in al! directions, 
reminiscent of rush hour at 
Union station. The only ones 
who weren't walking somewhere 
were playing table tennis with 
terrific concentration, or trying 
to get waited on at the soft 
drink counter. 

At that moment a disembodied 
voice, amplified through loud 
speakers scattered all over the 
place, blared forth a demand 
for attention. “Your attention 
now, your attention now,” it 
demanded. “It is now time to 
dismiss music appreciation and 
time to report to your dormi- 
tories for a quiet period.” 

Gradually the crowd began to 
fade away until the lobby of the 
grandstand was almost empty, 
and I was able to make my way 
to the ticket office, which was 
serving as general headquarters 
for the camp. There I found 
A. T. Atwood, the man respon- 
sible for it all.

TW OOD is in his late forties, 
A snort. round faced, with a 

graying crew cut. He wore a 
pair of summer pants and a red 
and blue cotton sport shirt, and 
he looked much less like an im- 
presario than like a small town 
business man, which he is. He 
owns a music store in down- 
town Du Quoin. The music 
camp, he revealed, really started 
out somewhat accidentally, back 
in 1942. But it has been grow- 
ing steadily through the years, 
and this year it reached its 
highest mark with an enroll-

ment of more than a thousand 
young people 

Atwood was directing the Du 
Quoin school band back in 1942, 
he recalled, and it was a 
pretty good band if he does say 
so himself. They played in St. 
Louis and Chicago, and then 
summer came along and they 
didn't have anything to do, so 
he took them for a week's 
camping trip at Giant City Park 
in southern Illinois. They had 
such a good time they went 
back the next year, and took 
their instruments and organized 
an orchestra 

“We had no idea of starting 
a music camp,” he recalls, “but 
the crowd kept getting bigger 
each year, and it sort of evolved 
into a music camp. We went 
there for five years. I guess 
the thing that changed it into 
a music camp was when the 
Illinois Federation of Women’s 
Clubs got interested. Clubs all 
over the state would pick out 
an outstanding music student 
and pay his way to the camp. 
Then the Rotary clubs and the 
Lions and Kiwanis got interest- 
ed, and the next thing we knew 
some 450 clubs were sending 
students.” 
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é¢ HEY had so many young- 
T sters they extended the 
camp to two weeks, then 
to three weeks and now it runs 
four weeks. Which, of course, 
led up to the question, what do 
they come for? And what do 

they get out of it? 

“To be truthful,” says At- 
wood, “you can’t teach them an 
awful lot in six days, the aver- 
age length of stay. But they 
get good instruction from cap- 
able men, learn something about 
playing in large ensembles and

what ft requires and get ideas 
about such things as conduct- 
ing, music appreciation and 
other phases of music they 
might not get otherwise. 

“At the same time they have 
a lot of fun. It’s a sort of com- 
bined vacation and school. And 
I think most of them go back 
home with a new evaluation, an 
inspiration to work a little 
harder.” 

The youngsters who come to 
the camp are not prodigies, o1 
potential geniuses, Atwood 
points out. “They're just aver- 
age kids. And if they have any 
exaggerated ideas of how good 
they are, this is fine for them 
They're likely to go away with 
a better perspective regarding 
their own abilities. On the othe: 
hand, if they have any fears, 
or feelings of inferiority about 
their ability, they quite often 
find they're about as good as 
the next guy, and that’s good 
for them, too.” 


Most of the youngsters enrol! 


for one week, but they can, if 
they want to, enroll for two 
weeks, or even the whole four 
wecks. They pay $35 a week, 
which eytitles them to an Army 
surplus double-decker bunk to 
slecp in, three meals a day, and 
a tight schedule which keeps 
them too busy to get into trou- 
ble. 

A bugle blows reveille at 
6:30 in the morning, and break- 
fast is from 7 to 8. The boys’ 
dormitory is at one end of the 
grandstand, the girls’ at the 
other. The dormitories consist 
of rows upon rows of double- 
deck bunks, spaced so closely 
together there is barely room 
to get through. The students 
make their own beds and take 
turns sweeping the floor

IVIDING the dormitories is 
[tre dining room and kitchen 

where the meals are cooked 
and served cafeteria style, and 
eaten on long picnic tables cov- 
ered with white oil cloth. The 
meals are simple but well 
cooked. The favorite dish is 
spaghetti cooked with ground 
meat 

At 8:30 the classes start. In 
one part of the grandstand Wil- 
liam Beckmeyer, director of 
music at Mount Vernon (Til) 
High School, was conducting 
and teaching the piano ensem- 
ble, which meant he had 13 or 
14 pianos in a semi-circle, facing 
his own piano, with one or two 
youngsters at each piano, all 
playing vigorously 

Out on the concrete patio 
in front of the grandstand, 
Claude Smith, supervisor of 
music in the Evansville, Ind., 
schools. was conducting the 
junior high band, consisting of

youngsters In the seventh, 
eighth and ninth grades. “All 
right, cornets,” he was saying 
as he tapped his baton on his 
music stand, “where are you? 
Do I have to write a letter?” 
The cornets gazed intently at 
their music as though to find 
the answer there. 


On the big stage of the 
grandstand, Paul Yoder of Chi- 
cago was working with the 
older students, trying to organ- 
ize them into a symphony. 
There were 186 of them, and 
they were giving their all to 
“Columbia, the Gem of the 
Ocean.” 

Yoder, who is a conductor 
and a composer of music for 
students, is a large, blond man 
with an air of relaxed patience 
This is his eighth year at the 
camp. “The level of ability,” 
he told me when I got a chance 
to talk to him, “is quite varied 
You have to bear in mind that 
they're just average kids, try- 
ing to learn some music, I 
think they get a lot out of 
camp like this, And they have 
a good time while they're doing 


Yoder explained, when I re- 
marked about his patience in 
the face of some rather over- 
whelming odds, that you have 
to stay relaxed for your own 
sake and that of the students. 
“You have to remember that 
you're working with youngsters 
who are not professional mu- 
sicians. You can't expect per- 
fection. If you do, you're head- 
ed for trouble.” 


As a matter of fact, one in- 
structor did blow up one year. 
He was a choral conductor and 
a perfectionist. After a couple 
of days he was in bed with 
nervous exhaustion.

F the 260 youngsters who 
0 were at the camp last week, 

about 150 were girls. “There 
are more girls every year,” 
Yoder said, “I think the answer 
lies in the fact that athletics 
take up the time of many of 
the boys nowadays, and the 
girls go in for music.” This ac- 
counts also, he says, for the 
fact that in the group he was 
working with, not only did the 
girls far out-number the boys, 
but they were playing instru- 
ments such as the bass drum, 
the kettle drums and the tuba, 
formerly considered _ strictly 
masculine instruments 

“Also,” he pointed out, “the 
popularity of instrumentg runs 
in eveles. Right now it’s saxo- 
phones. If you'll notice, I have 
37 saxophones in that group, 
which. of course, is far too 
many.” 

In addition to classes already 
mentioned. there are classes 
in mixed chorus, conducting ‘in 
which the youngsters are some- 
what surprised to learn that 
there is far more to conducting 
than waving a stick), dancing, 
music appreciation, rhythm pat- 
terns, and so forth. 

When youngsters are not in a 
class they are usually found out 
under a tree, alone or in small 
groups, practicing scales Or 
they may be taking a private 
lesson. The theatrical dressing 
rooms under the stage are, for 
the time being, individual 
studios where teachers hold 
forth all day, and where the 
tootling, strumming, blaring 
and um-pahing is added to the 
general cacaphony. Private les- 
sons are not included in the 
tuition. They cost $3 a lesson. 
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HEN classes are over at 
W: 30 p.m., the youngsters 

have an hour and a half of 
supervised recreation. During 
this period the boys and girls 
play together—tennis, badmin- 
ton, softball, etc.—under adult 
supervision. They play on the 
carnival grounds which adjoin 
the camp area, and which, dur- 
ing the rest of the time, are 
out of bounds. 

The boundary, as a matter 
of fact, is small, and is rigidly 
enforced. It extends only about 
100 yards in each direction from 
the grandstand. The rules of 
the camp are strict, and a strong 
religious atmosphere is main- 
tained at all times. 

Students who come by train 
are met at the station by taxi 
or bus, and that's the last they 
see of the world beyond -the 
boundary until time to go home. 
Then they are taken back to the 
train and seen off. The only

Students who attend the last 
two weeks of the camp try 
out for parts in the show, and 
the selected cast spends a week 
to 10 days in almost constant 
rehearsal.

Except on opera nights, 10 
o'clock means lights out, and 
after lights are out there is a 
10-minute religious service over 
the amplifying system. 

“When new students arrive 
on Sunday afternoon, we have a 
meeting,” Atwood explained, “at 
which we simply lay it on the 
line.

Why do they come to the 
music camp? 

“Well,” said Cora, “I think 
it's a lot of fun. I make new 
friends and get the experience 
of working with other people 
and new instructors.” 

“I came because I'm crazy 
about music and I like com- 
panionship,” said Bruce. “Of 
course my girl friend back 
home, she said it wasn’t com- 
panionship I came for—it was 
galship.

Modern Art 
'Needs Criticism

pan into a kindred spirit re- 
cently when he had lunch with 
Bernard Berenson at Mr. Ber- 
enson’s stronghold near Flor- 
ence, Italy. Mr. Berenson, the 
great authority on Renaissance 
painting, is still an articulate 
and outspoken man at 92 years 
Gf age.

With no such smirking 
dtiulation, as it has today.” Mr. 
Berenson wrote in 1948. He 
charged modern artists with 
having cast away hard-won tra- 
dHions and skills, abandoning 
the world of nature, and indulg- 
ing in all kinds of idiotic mal- 
Practices. He predicted that 
Kame day art would wake up, as 
from a bad dream, and move 
back into the sunlight. but. he 
did not say when that might 
happen 

An American who was born 
fin Lithuania, attended Harvard 
College and has lived in Italy 
since shortly after his gradua- 
tion. Mr. Berenson had a hand. 
With the late Lord Duveen, in 
ssembling most of the big pri- 
vate American collections. His 
isan educated opinion but not 
necessarily a correct one. Large 
numbers _of art connoisseurs 
would disagree.with him vio- 
lently. They would have to ad- 
mit, however, that it is not 
ensy to judge the quality of 
att works at a time when, as 
nowadays is often the case, each | 
painting is a world unto itself. 
When an artist is trying to/| 
paint the way he feels, rather 
than how something looks, it is 
hard for any outsider to say 
how successful he has been.

THE TREND to the abstract 
and the non-objective has 
brought with it manifestations 
that are all to the good. At the 
Same time, rebellion against 
academic standards in art has 
created a kind of revolutionary 
chaos out of which even expert 
viewers find difficulty in bring- 
ing order. This point is made 
by Marya Mannes, writing in 


the June 14 issue of The Re- | 


porter magazine. 

Miss Mannes went out and 
looked at two exhibits of con- 
temporary art. She read what 
the critics, and the artists 
themselves, were saving in lead- 
ing art publications. Then she 
noted that the new $16,000,000 
Bank of the Southwest, in | 
Houston, had decided not to use | 
three panels that were designed | 
for the bank by William Zorach, | 
a sculptor whose policies had | 
been attacked by some Texans. | 
Her article defends Zorach, 
whom she considers a fine 
sculptor, quietly “working in 
the main stream of art,” and 
it sails into the leaders of the 
American art world for not 
doing more to educate the 
public.

THE VIEWPOINT 
Mannes is that many museum 
directors, exhibitors and art 
critics are failing to apply qual- 
itative judgments for fear of 
being considered narrow. As a 
result, she believes, the public 


gets no guidance to speak of | 


from those who should be 
guardians of esthetic standards 
in this country. Moreover, a lot 
of purely experimental or occa- 


sionally second-rate stuff is per- | 


mitted to crowd into the lime- 
light. Miss Mannes is not en- 
tirely clear on the question of 
how museum directors, by 
educating the public, can affect 
the acceptability of sculpture in 
Texas banks, but she is on solid 
ground in saying that a great 
deal of what is written and 
said about modern art is incom- 
prehensible nonsense.

And in a 
great many cases the offenders 
are more to be pitied than 
blamed because the art work 
itself gives them so little help.

FOR EXAMPLE, the 
by William de Kooning, now 
very much in vogue and aped 
by many young painters, pro- 
duces canvases that can be both 
beautiful and interesting.

NEW YORK, June 23. 
ENATOR BRICKER, whose 
charges of monopoly against 
the three networks are being 
aired before a Senate commit- 
tee, has succeeded in doing one 
thing that no one else has ever 
managed: he has managed to 
get the whole industry — the 
three different networks, the 
advertisers, the individual sta- 
tions—to agree. Never before 
have -they agreed about any- 
thing — and therein lies the 
crux of the problem. 

Bricker charges that two net- 
works—NBC and CBS (wholly 
ignoring ABC which can no 
longer be ignored) — control 
television. Even if there were 
such a thing as a three-network 
monopoly—and right there you 
have a contradiction in terms— 
I don’t think it would be pos- 
sible. The senators—and not 
just Bricker either—are suffer- 
ing from a lot of delusions. 

Senator Charles E. Potter, of 
Michigan, for éxample, declared 
“Give me the three television 
networks and I'll run the coun- 
try.” This must have caused a 
lot of amusement around the 
RCA corridors. Given the three 
networks Senator Potter would 
just have three times the num- 
ber of headaches that he would 


have with one network — or 
maybe five times as many. 
As Robert E. Kintner, presi- 


dent of ABC, pointed out: “The 
ability to judge accurately the 
public taste, whether it be in 
entertainment, news, documen- 
taries, or special programing, 
is the key to all network oper- 
ation and no one has a monop- 
oly or inside track on what the 
public actually wants.”

OF COURSE, it’s routine pro- 
cedure for anyone appearing 
before a congressional commit- 
tee to yell that public interest 
is being violated but it just so 
happens that television is far 
more responsive and sensitive 
to the public than, say, the stee] 
business or the soap business, 
The networks have to be. Yet, 
the one interest that has not 
been heard from in Washington 
are the people who own the 
35,000,000 television sets and 
who like to watch Perry Como, 


The package producers who 
syndicate films are yelling that 
they are being squeezed out of 
business and the scene suppliers 
are mad that they don’t get 
more network trade and the in- 
dependent stations without net- 
work affiliation are protesting 
against unfair competition. 
There is some basis for all these 
complaints. Senator’ Bricker 
could lay claim to being the 
champion of all these under- 
dogs. But he cannot lay claim 
to representing you and me— 
the set owner. Nobody's repre- 
senting us down in Washington,

Writes Mrs. J.: “Could vou 
tell me if there is such a thing 
as a schedule for cleaning or 
housework? Do you wash the 
blinds once a week, or once a 
month? And is there any one 
place where it is best to start 
your housecleaning? 

“Maybe this sounds stupid, 
but I really try. Somehow I 
always seem to be behind in my

work, with the house in a state 


of confusion. I guess I'm just 
not very systematic, so’ could 
you work out a definite sched- 
ule for me—I mean, do this on 
Monday, that on Tuesday, and 
so on? 

I'm afraid that it wouldn’t be 
practical for me to plan such a 
cut-and-dried schedule for you, 
Mrs. J. This is something every 
woman must do for herself. We 
are all of different tempera- 


s ments and have different per- 


sonalities, and what will work 


s for one person may not be the 
s answer for another 


Also, every household has its 


f own peculiar situations. Perhaps 


meals must be served off- 
schedule, perhaps one member 
of the family works irregular 
hours, and so on. Some houses 
need cleaning more frequently 
than others, dependent upon lo- 
cation and the amount of traffic 
in the neighborhood. I can give 
you some general ideas and sug- 
gestions, however, which you 
can adapt to your own circum- 
stances

FIRST OF ALL, I would sug- 
gest that you go through the 
house early every morning and 
do a quick job of putting it in 
order. Not cleaning it (that 
comes later), but just straight- 
ening it up As soon as your 
husband has left for work, clear 
the breakfast table, pick up the 
newspapers, make the beds. 
This will create an appearance 
of order should anyone come to 
the door, and also make it a 
more pleasant place for you to 
work. 

Also, get those breakfast 
dishes out of the way as soon 
as possible Don't let them 
stand in the sink until noon: it 
is an easy habit to get into. but 
an unwise one It is little 
things like this that create that 
‘state of confusion.’ 

A generation or so ago there 
was one day of the week: set 


aside for washing, one for iron- 
. ing, one for cleaning, et cetera 
Due largely to the improved 
equipment, modern homemak- 
ers have gotten away from this 
idea to a considerable extent 


For example, many women who 
have an automatic washer do a 
load two or three times a week, 
or even daily, instead of having 
one big “washday.”

I WOULD SUGGEST that 
you try to clean one room thor- 
oughly each day of the week 
and just run through the others 
lighth*—they will get their 
turns 

Try to set aside a specific 
time each week for one “extra” 
One time this might be 
used for washing bedspreads;

china cabinet, et cetera 

One final word of advice — 
train your family to help, It ts 
not unreasonable to expect each 
one to hang away his or her 
own clothing, throw back the

“Thank You” asks for the cause 
and prevention of rust spots 
in head lettuce. 

The message reads: I've been 
washing head lettuce and then 
storing it in the refrigerator 
drawer but rust spots appear 
in a few days’ time.” 

The cause is basically be- 
yond your control, since it is 
due to growing conditions in- 
volving soil and weather. The 
“rust” may not be evident when 
the lettuce is shipped, but 
may develop in transit and be- 
comes more pronounced the 
longer it is kept. This imper- 
fection is often the reason for 
the wide range in prices some- 
times found in lettuce. 

Incidentally, two to three 
days is the recommended 
length of storage for this rather 
perishable vegetable.

Many New 
Homesites 
Developed 


Increased activity in the de- 
velopment and opening of new 
subdivisions—widely diversified 
in location and type—was re- 
ported the past week. 

Fred J. Hardesty, president 
of Hardesty Developments. Inc., 
said that negotiations had been 
completed for the purchase of 
additional adjoining property 
to increase the size of the 
firm’s Castlereagh Estates de- 
velopment to 800 acres, with 
approximately a mile of bluff 
frontage overlooking the Mis- 
souri river.

Much publicity has been 
given to the tight money situa- 
tion which has existed for many 
menths. Tight money has prob- 
ably been more pronounced in 
the mortgage field than in 
other industries. However, there 
are no tangible signs that mort- 
gage money should become 
more available before the end 
of the year. 

When we talk about tight 
money, we mean that interest 
rates increase, commissions are 
greater, the terms are shorter, 
and mortgage lenders become 
more selective in the quality of 
the mortgage made. Between 
1939 and 1951, mortgage market 
conditions were quite stable, 
with the rates remaining around 
4% per cent. 

In 1951 the price of mort- 
gages dropped sharply, but 
quickly recovered. When we 
speak of the price of mortgages 
declining, we can state in an- 


s other way that interest rates 


increase approximately because 
for every two points that the 
price of a mortgage increases 
the interest rate decreases a 
quarter per cent, and vice versa. 
Again in 1953, money condi- 
tions of the country became un- 
stable and mortgage prices 
dropped sharply to a record low 
for recent times but gradually 
recovered to normal in mid- 
1954. 

In August, 1954, the price of 
mortgages started to decline 
and money became tighter. This 
downward trend has continued 


, Steadily until the present time, 


when prices are approaching 


the extreme low of 1953. It has 
been this continuous and un- 
abated tightening of mortgage 
credit that has caused the pres- 
ent situation. 


The reason for this condition 
today is mainly twofold: first, 
through natural economic con- 
ditions, the demand for mort- 
gage money has greatly exceed- 
ed the normal supply, commer- 
cial and industrial building are 
at an all-time peak, although 
residential construction is lag- 
ging; second, there has been a 
fear on the part of the govern- 
ment money managers that un- 
less credit expansion is halted 
serious inflation will be the re- 
sult. Therefore these money 
managers, through the Federal 
Reserve, have tightened credit, 
including mortgage credit. 


There are two good reasons 
why money should become easi- 
er. The first is political, since 
continuation of the present 
hard money policy will certainly 
cause mortgage bankers, build- 
ors and realtors to suffer finan- 
cial losses, and accordingly 
probable blame the Administra- 
tion. Second, this long, contin- 
ued decline in mortgage prices, 
or the increase in interest rates 
and commissions, has slowed 
down future building of all 
kinds, and is easing the demand.

Addition 
For School 
In Affton 


Three contracts have been 
awarded and construction is 
under way at 9700 Mackenzie 
road, Affton, on an addition to 
the Reavis School, consisting of 
12 classrooms, an “all-purpose” 
room, enlarged kitchen and 
cafeteria facilities and rooms 
for special instruction. 

The addition will be a two- 
story structure connected to 
the existing school by a two- 
story enclosed bridge. Class- 
rooms will ocntain sink cabi- 
nets, counters, tackpanel and 
chalkboard. In grades 1-3 indi- 
vidual toilet facilities will be 
provided adjacent to classroom. 

The “all-purpose” room will 
have a folding stage to allow 
maximum floor. The present 
cafeteria is to be converted 
into a kindergarten and other 
remodeling to the present 
building is planned. 

Construction of the addition 
will be of steel frame with bar 
joist and poured gypsum roof 
deck. The exterior will be of 
brick to match the present 


building. 
Interior finishes will be 
painted concrete block in 


classrooms, ceramic glazed tile 
wainscots in corridors, stair 
halls, cafeteria and toilets and 
brick in the “all-purpose” 
room. Unit ventilators will pro- 
vide individual classroom tem- 
perature control.

And Rental 


Rates Firm 


Over-all rental vacancy rates 
and residential rents in most 
cities have not changed ap- 
preciably in the last year, ac- 
cording to the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards. 

Basis for N.A.R.E.B.’s finding 
was information gathered from 
220 real estate market areas in 
the semi-annual market survey 
just completed by the associa- 
tion’s division of research. 

Probably the strongest in- 
fluence in the stability of the 
rental market in most areas of 
the nation, the survey showed, 
has been consumer interest in 
better housing. The marketable 
supply of units for rent that 
meet the amenity requirements 
of the average family is still 
relatively low. 

Other factors bearing on the 
housing inventory were given 
as the demolition or “boarding 
up” of deficient units, chang- 
ing patterns of land use and 
the unwillingness of families to 
live in neglected areas. 

Demand for _ single-family, 
detached rental houses far ex- 
ceeds the supply in many areas, 
N.A.R.E.B, said. For 92 per cent 
of the communities available 
units of this type are reported 
to be two per cent or less of 
the supply. Vacancies were 
quoted as between three and 
five per cent for six percent of 
the cities and above that level 
for the last two per cent. 

Comments from around the 
nation pointed up the marginal 
quality of many available un- 
occupied units and the pro- 
gressive elimination from the 
market of war-time conver- 
sions. Attention was drawn to 
the rising vacancies in build- 
ings where maintenance had 
been neglected. 

Nation-wide, the supply of 
unoccupied habitable apart- 
ments has not changed sig- 
nificantly during the last 18 
months. 

Vacancies in multi-family 
structures are higher in a num- 
ber of cities than they were six 
months or a year ago, but these 
areas are not necessarily the 
same ones reporting rising va- 
cancies in previous surveys. 

Two-thirds of the market 
areas reported vacancy rates for 
habitable multi-family rental 
units of “two per cent or less,” 
while 21 per cent listed them 
at “three to five per cent.” 

Higher vacancies were most 
frequent in the South Atlantic 
region where 33 per cent of 
the communities reported six 

per cent or more habitable 
rental units vacant, and the 
West South Central region 
where 27 per cent of the re- 
porters listed the same situa- 
tion. Vacancy rates were lowest 
in the West North Central re- 
gion where 93 per cent of the 
communities found two per 
cent or less of the habitable 
rental units vacant. 

With respect to rents for all 
residential rental housing, 65 
per cent of the country indi- 
cated no material change, com- 
pared with a year ago. Eighteen 
per cent of the nation reported 
modest rent increases caused 
by higher taxes and mainten- 
ance costs, and 17 per cent 
found rents lower.

On a recent Eastern trip I 
enjoyed an encore of spring 
bloom.

We 25 young Japanese women, 


severely burned in the atomic 
bombing of Hiroshima, arrived 
in New York for free plastic surgery, 
one reporter wrote that they looked 
like “disfigured dolls.” That was in 
May, 1955. This month, 10 members 
of the group, known as the ‘Hiroshima 
Maidens,’ left for home. As they 
waved goodby at Idlewild Airport, it 
was evident that the surgeons, in 
months of painful treatment, had been 
able to erase many of the scars left by 
the first use of a nuclear weapon. 
Between visits to New York's 
Mount Sinai Hospital, the young 
women lived in private homes in the 


New York area. They learned Ameri 
can customs, and 17 took a Red Cross 
course in home nursing techniques. 
The hospital donated its services, as 
did the surgeons. Other expenses 
were met by contributions. The un- 
dertaking was organized by Norman 
Cousins, editor of The Saturday Re- 
view magazine. 

Along with its happy side, the 
year had its sorrow. Last month, one 
of the group, Tomako Nakabayashi, 
26 years old, died of a heart attack, 
six hours after undergoing her third 
operation. The other 14 young women 
will complete their treatment and de- 
part for Japan late this summer.

RANGE-GLAZED sweet rolls with crunchy

These are a spe- 
cialty of Mrs. Bertha Jorgensen of Portland, 
Oregon, who, incorporating oranges and fil- 
berts in a basic German recipe of her mother’s, 
won first place with these rolls in a national 
baking contest. 

Mrs. Jorgensen dissolves yeast in orange 
juice for additional flavor. Butter is melted in 
scalded milk. This is allowed to become luke- 
warm, then it is combined with sugar, salt, 
grated orange rind, beaten eggs and the yeast 
mixture. After flour has been added to make 


then rolled into a rectangle approximately 12 
by 22 inches. The full length of the dough 
and half its width is spread with the nut fill- 
ing, made by mixing together butter, sugar 
and ground nuts. Uncovered half of dough is 
folded over filling; inch-wide strips are cut 
across the fold.

The day | met Helen Keller 


by Katharine Cornell - 


I'll never forget the first time I met Helen Keller, for it 
changed my whole outlook on life. It was early in June of 
1934. | was just finishing an eight-month, cross-country 
tour, during which I had appeared in 77 American cities 
and towns in a repertory of three plays — The Barretts of 
Wimpole Street, Candida and Romeo and Juliet. 

Now I was en route from Boston to New York by train, 
to make my final appearance of the season in Brooklyn. 
The routine of playing on the road had been killing — 
strange food, strange faces, short hauls and long hops, 
endless packing and unpacking in cluttered hotel rooms. | 
was feeling tired and rather sorry for myself. 

As I walked down our car toward the diner, two women 
approached. The face of one was wreathed in smiles. 
“That's Helen Keller,” said my companion superfluously : 
I already had recognized the face from innumerable photo- 


graphs. This was the woman who had been blind and deaf 
since infancy; who, lacking two of our essential senses, had 
triumphed over her handicaps to become an inspiration 
and symbol for millions throughout the world. 

My companion, who knew Miss Keller, introduced me 
to her and her friend, Polly Thompson. Miss Keller, it 
seemed, had just returned from an exhausting trip to the 
Orient — but she didn't show a trace of it. If anything, she 
was refreshed. Unlike me, she wasn’t feeling a bit sorry for 
herself. She had served. 

That night I played with new strength. And since that 
day Helen neller has enriched my whole life, deepened 
my sympathies and understanding. I need only to recall 
her quote of a famous Hindu saying to pull myself together 
in moments of stress: “I was grieved because I had no 
shoes, until I saw a man who had no feet.” «

EL PASO, TEX. 

EW AMERICANS are yet aware of it, 
| oe since last January we have been 

training the vanguard of the new 
West German army right in this 
country. At Ft. Bliss near here, at Ben- 
ning (Georgia), Monmouth (New Jer- 
sey), Rucker (Alabama), Knox (Ken- 
tucky) and other installations, officers 
and some enlisted men who fought 
against the U.S. in World War II are 
learning to fire our newest guns, to un- 
derstand our latest military tactics, to be 
familiar with our arsena! of highly tech- 
nical weapons. 

These representatives of the Wehr- 
macht (their exact number is classified ) 
can be seen almost any evening on the 
streets of a dozen cities near Army posts. 
Smartly dressed in German uniforms, 
they go sight-seeing, date local belles, 
visit in local homes — mindful always 
that today they are guests in the land of 
yesterday's enemy. For the most part, 
the latter is unconcerned. 
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e As | talked with a German colonel in 
front of a hotel here, a resident, mistak- 
ing him for the hotel doorman, asked 
the colonel to flag down a cab.

of Europe against Russia. In return for 
more than $2 billion worth of U.S. arms. 
including $833,000,000 in heavy weap- 
ons, the Adenauer government agreed to 
develop an army of 12 divisions, an air 
force of 20 groups and a navy of 20,000 
men. Now some of these ground troops 
are in the U.S. to learn the American 
way of fighting a war. They and others 
to follow (including air and naval per- 
sonnel) will return to Germany and pass 
on their new knowledge to colleagues and 
subordinates in the Bundeswehr (the 
new name for the German army). 
Supposedly the U.S.-trained Germans 
have been carefully screened by the 
Adenauer government as to their politi- 
cal affiliations. Supposedly they never 
entertained Nazi sympathies — though 
all fought for Germany in World War II 
and all swore fealty to Adolf Hitler. It is 
true that none of them belonged to the 
S.S. (Schutz Staffel), Himmler’s notori- 
ous Black Shirts, or the Einsatzgrupen, 
the monstrous task forces responsible for 


exterminating 6 million innocent men 
women and children in Europe between 
1939 and 1944. 

The Germans currently in America 
mostly married men in their late 30s and 
40s. are models of tact and discretion 
When asked where they fought in Worl’ 
War II, they talk glibly of action on the 
Eastern front, in Crete, in Norway 
not of fighting Americans. Yet pract 
cally all of them did fight Americans 
Lieut. Adolf Ebner, one of the first to 
arrive at Ft. Bliss, admits he was taken 
prisoner and shipped back to a U.S. pris 
oner-of-war camp in Nebraska. where 
he learned most of his English. 

While all these Germans speak Eng 
lish well, some have trouble understand 
ing the many technical terms used !” 
their ordnance classes. The 10-year 24P 
in their military life, they say, also causes 
a bit of readjustment difficulty, but all 
of them consider themselves extreme!) 
lucky to be sent to the U.S. as they have 
been. 


More than anything else, the soldiers 
want to see America. Our own GI's 
with whom they are completely inte- 
grated in housing and training —- have 
accepted them wholeheartedly and fre- 
quently invite them home or on week- 
end trips. So far there has been no report 
of unpleasant incidents. 

In fact, were it not for their German 
uniforms, the former Wehrmacht mem- 
bers would be hard to distinguish from 
Americans. Generally they are no more 
rigid or particular in their military bear- 
ing. They talk with slightly guttural 
accents and are amazed at the finer 
points of baseball, football and rodeos 
but they are highly adaptable, eager to 
join all activities —- and quick to learn. 
lake the two sergeants who were over- 
heard discussing popular American 
music. Said one of a certain song: “I 
don’t dig that.” 

The Germans are impressed by the 
high standard of American living. Occa- 
sionally they .are stopped by GI's and 
asked questions. In answering, they try 
to avoid all mention of Adolf Hitler, 
Nazism, German politics or their coun- 
trys current rearmament. 

Yet the basic reason for rearming 
Germans can stand airing. From our 
point of view, it boils down to one thing: 
saving American lives. The new German 
army may let this country reduce its mili- 
tary-manpower commitments in Europe. 
Should the Russians attack; the Germans 
presumably would fight and, if need be, 
die in the defense of their own country 
(into which the American taxpayer has 
poured billions in aid since 1945). 

Last year, Gen. Alfred Gruenther, at 
that time Supreme Allied Commander 
for Europe, explained why in military 
terms a West German army was impor- 
tant to the defense of Europe. 

“Because of the limited strength avail- 
able to us without Western Germany,” 
Gruenther pointed out, “it is not possible 
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to defend far enough to the east in Cen- 
tral Europe... We must have depth in 
our position in order to counter the strik- 
ing power of mechanized armies and to 
fight off modern jet aircraft. We should, 
therefore, try to hold as far to the east as 
possible . . . 

“The question is sometimes asked: 
‘What good are 12 German divisions in 
an atomic era?’ The 12 German divisions, 
along with the German air and naval 
contribution, make the difference be- 
tween a second-choice strategy and a 
much more desirable forward strategy... 

“We must have a sufficient shield of 
allied ground and air forces to prevent 
the enemy from advancing in widely dis- 
persed formation. That shield must be 
Strong enough to force an attacking 
enemy to concentrate in his effort to 
break through. Those concentrations 
would be extremely vulnerable to at- 
tacks by our new weapons.” 


An East-West War? 


How do the German soldiers training 
in the U.S. feel about this strategy? Six 
former Wehrmacht officers, now at Ft. 
Bliss, are convinced that an East-West 
War is inevitable. All of them gave up 
high-paying civilian jobs for low-paying 
army commissions, not because they 
were veteran professional soldiers but 
because of deeply felt ideological rea- 
sons. 

“Il am convinced,” says Lt. Col. Eber- 
hard Cornelius of Frankfurt, “that one 
day Germany must defend herself 
against Russia. When the day comes we 
must be prepared.” 

“In the last war,” adds Lt. Col. Hans 
Rochlitz of Hamburg, “your country and 
my country fought the wrong enemy. 
This time we will fight the right one.” 

By contrast, many civilians in pros- 
perous West Germany doubt that an 
army is necessary for the defense and 
dignity of the German Federal Republic.

GERMAN ARMY cONTINUED 


We're training and equipping 


the Germans because we must 


History has proved to the German man- 
in-the-street that, once in existence, a 
German army will somehow always con- 
trive to fight, and war is something con- 
temporary Germany has had enough of. 

This is one reason why aging Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer is having 
trouble finding recruits for the new Ger- 
man army. In the past year less than 
10,000 Germans have signed up. More- 
over, the Bundestag, the West German 
parliament, continues to drag its feet in 
passing the legislation which will make 
conscription (150,000 men a year) the 
law  f the land. 

its members well know that in today’s 
Germany the military is no longer ven- 
erated as in former times; that, in sup- 
porting Hitler and his gang, the Wehr- 
macht deliberately delegated its power 
and responsibility to the most despicable 
psychopaths and sadists of the century: 
that without the support of the military 
the Nazis never could have come to 
power 

At the postwar Nuremberg Trials, the 
German High Command tried to disas- 
sociate itself from Hitler's excesses. It 
did not succeed — because it could not. 
Today's Germans know this. They sé¢e 
Adenauer consulting with senior officers 
of the former Wehrmacht on the needs 
of the new German army, and under- 
standably they feel reluctant to volun- 
teer. 

The original U.S. policy after World 
War II was to “denazify, decartelize and 
demilitarize”’ Germany. But the omni- 
present threat of Russian aggression soon 
broke down this goal, so that today for- 
mer Nazis occupy some of the most po- 
tent positions in West Germany, the 
industrial cartels are stronger than ever 
— and Germany is on the road. albeit 


a bit reluctantly, to remilitarization 

Our present policy of training German 
soldiers and providing them with equip- 
ment is based on sheer necessity. The 
British have reduced their armed forces 
to 700,000 men and will abolish con- 
scription by 1958.-The French have re- 
neged on their NATO manpower obli- 
gations and have shipped most of thet 
ready divisions to North Africa. Ger- 
many is the one European country the 
U.S. must look to for worthy military 
support in the event of war. 

Will it look in vain? Some observers 
feel that once Konrad Adenauer dies 
(he is now 80), Germany may turn from 
the U.S. Already German politicians are 
demanding bilateral negotiations with 
the Russians. German businessmen 
want to trade with Russia more than 
ever, and practically everyone in West 
Germany realizes that reunification 0! 
their country awaits negotiations with 
the Soviets. In the course of negotiations 
all manner of deals are made.

Summer, when Americans expose them- 
selves to the healthful sun, also exposes a 
painful fact: about 30,000,000 of us are 
overweight. Gone are the clothes that hid 
it. It is there for all to see. 

Many of the 30,000,000 will try to do 
something about those extra pounds. 
They'll go on diets. They'll exercise. 
They'll perspire. And at summer's end 
most of them will face a still-painful fact: 
the poundage will be right where it was. 

Why? The reason is so simple that most 
people overlook it: Dieters won't stick to 
their diets. 

Want proof? Recently a large group of 
would-be reducers was scientifically stud- 
ied. Only about one out of four was 
“reasonably successful” in losing weight. 
Only one in 10 reached his (or her) ideal 
weight. 

The remaining majority — that ts, most 
of the dinner-time martyrs who look at 
you sadly and announce, “I'm dieting” — 
never lose much weight. For them, last 
year’s clothing never quite fits. 

Now, I'm no expert on dieting. No one 
has all the answers. However, I've dieted 
on and off for two years and slimmed 
down from 165 pounds to 125. In doing 
so, I've learned a little about the battle of 
the calories. Dieting is no cinch. There's 
no painless way of doing it — success- 
fully — in my opinion. 


Don’t Foo! Yourself 


The first step is to see a doctor. He 


will provide you with a safe, sane (non- - 


“miracle”) diet. Perhaps he will give you 
some psychological counseling, so that 
you will understand why you overeat and 
what you ought to do about it. 

But don't fool yourself that once you've 
left the doctor's office, calorie chart in 
hand, your troubles are over. They may 
be just beginning. For the doctor cannot 
go home with you and sit at the dinner 
table to make sure you don't cheat. Only 
one person can do that: you. 

The temptation to backslide is tremen- 
dous. The would-be dieter kids himself 
into thinking he can lose weight without 
giving up something he likes. Of course 
he is wrong. Or he may go along promis- 
ing himself to start dieting “tomorrow.” 
For so many, tomorrow never comes.

LOSING WEIGHT 


A successful dieter offers 15 tips 


for frustrated fatties 


To counteract this widespread and 
probably natural tendency, I feel dieters 
have to play a game with themselves. That 
is. they have to do a lot of little things 
that turn no-fun dieting into a livable ex- 
perience. 

In a sense, you have to trick yourself 
into sticking to your diet. You may even 
have to employ some devices that are a 
little humiliating. Strange as it may seem, 
“stick-to-your-diet” gimmicks may prove 
aS important in losing weight as the diet 
itself. 

Of course, dieting isn't the only activity 
in which we use such little subterfuges. 
Take the people who set their alarm clocks 
ahead every morning so they'll be sure to 
get up on time. The Federal Government 
has been doing this kind of thing for years 
with pay-as-you-go taxes. Dieters have to 
do it, too. 

Below is a list of devices which may 
prove useful in the game of dieting. I've 
tried many of them — and they've helped. 
Some are recommended by TOPS (Tak- 
ing Off Pounds Sensibly), an organization 
which helps people lose those inflated bal- 
loons around their middles and backsides. 
Use as many of them as you can — and 
good luck! 

1 Get the scales out of the bathroom. 
Put them in front of the refrigerator — 
not to one side where you can sneak 
around them, but right smack in front so 
you'll have to stand on them before open- 
ing the refrigerator door. 

2 Paste reminders in strategic places. 
For women, a picture of a model in a 
bathing suit. For men, a picture of a model 
in a bathing suit. 

3 Avoid the company of thin people 
who complain loudly that no matter what 
they eat, they can’t gain an ounce. Also 
avoid very fat people, who make the dieter 
feel slender by Comparison. 

4 Keep loose change in one pocket, 
transferring to another pocket amounts 
matching the calories you consume. When 
you've “spent” it all, quit eating for the 
day. (This is harder for women because 
they rarely have two pockets on any- 
thing.) 

S Tell your friends you're dieting. 
They'll be bored to death, but you won't 
have the nerve to eat in front of them. 

6 Torture yourself: read recipe books

containing rich, foreign specialties. But 
prepare none of them; don’t even keep the 
ingredients in the house. This will give 
you a feeling of self-righteousness which 
would be spoiled by eating. 

7 If you are happily married, insist 
that your spouse call you “fatty” at appro- 
priate intervals. (Not recommended for 
quick-tempered dieters. ) 

8 Never go grocery-shopping on an 
empty stomach. Never take much money 
with you when you do go shopping. 

9 Try on clothing one size smaller than 
what you are wearing now. The expres- 
sion on the clerk's face — not to mention 
your reflection in the mirror — should 
haunt you for some time.

After a 5,000-mile round trip, with top 
speeds of 60 to 70. nearly two-thirds of 
that rubber had disappeared.”

6) Avoid mixing tires of different 
makes. Similar treads work together bet- 
ter, last longer. 

7) Never make a sudden stop above 55 
mph. Just one locked-wheel stop at 60 can 
cost one-third of the life of your tires. Any 
quick, hard-breaking stop (as you some- 
times make at traffic lights) costs an aver- 
age 7Sc in tire wear. And a locked-wheel 
stop can run the cost to $15 or more. This 
is the stop that leaves a friction burn on 
the pavement. If you step on this burn 
while it’s warm, your shoes will stick to it; 
that’s expensive rubber melted from your 
tires. 

8) Don't cruise above 55 mph. At 
higher speeds tires melt and break up fast. 

9) Watch your front-wheel alignment. 
One driver ruined two new tires in 12 days 
because his front wheels were badly out 
of line. On long trips, have your wheels 
checked about once a week. 

10) Don’t be afraid to increase pres- 
sure in your tires — as much as 20 per 
cent more thaa recommended by tire mak- 
ers. (A 24-lb. pressure can be safely hiked 
to 30.) You won't get as smooth a ride, 
but your tires will last longer. 

Incidentally, “rolling” your tires on 
sharp turns is one of the costliest things 
you can do. Whenever you hear tires 
squeal on a turn, you can figure that squeal 
cost the driver a dollar bill. 

White, who has spent five years study- 
ing tire performances and whose findings 
soon will be published in a book, made 
one test working with state police. New 
tires were put on five police cruisers; each 
car was assigned to a different kind of 
driver. Under each hood White installed a 
“tattletale” — a device that records driv- 
ing performance. 


One policeman wore his tires smooth in 
11,279 miles. The tattletale showed he did 
a lot of “cowboying” —- made quick starts 
and stops, “rolled” his tires on turns and 
traveled at high speeds. Two others were 
steadier drivers, tallying 17,774 and 21,- 
236 miles each before their treads wore 
off. The fourth did better, racking up 
26,603 miles. . 

The driver who did best had only gone 
12,000 when the test ended — but he still 
had so much rubber left, White reported, 
that he could easily have made 30,000 
miles on his tires. 

You can do even better than that, says 
White. If you observe ai/ 10 rules, your 
tires may take you 50,000 miles. Some 
drivers get this kind of mileage by ex- 
amining their tires every day, and here's 
what they look for: 

Uneven wear: If tires wear more rapidly 
on one side, it may be because 1) they 
haven't been rotated regularly, 2) they're 
not all the same age or 3) the wheels are 
out of line, 

Cupping: This appears as shallow 
scoops or depressions in the tread and may 
mean |) an unbalanced wheel (see your 
garage man) or 2) tire overload. Cupping 
is sometimes audible — as a soft, regular 
bumping sound. 

Abrasion: This shows up as a darker or 
rougher area on the outer ribs. It may: 
only be due to driving on rough roads and 
thus not serious. It is serious if caused by 
too-low air pressure, high-speed driving or 
turning corners too fast. 

Drift wear: This looks like abrasion but 
appears only on front wheels. The rubber 
may be torn or frayed. It means your front 
wheels are out of line, and you'd better 
see your garage man right away.

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TEENAGERS: 


~ HOW FIT ARE THEY? 


by JOHN DEVANEY 


ARLINGTON, VA. 
How fit are U.S. teenagers? 

That question ts vital to all of us — President 
Eisenhower, in fact, scheduled a conference 
this month to discuss it——for it is to youth, 
our greatest natural resource, that we will some- 
day hand over America’s destiny. 

The country will be in strong hands, says Ned 
Warren, supervisor of health and physical edu- 
cation for the Arlington County, Va., school 
system, rated one of the most modern in its 
teaching of physical education. Hear this: 

“The average U.S. teenager may not have the 
bulging muscles of many Europeans, but he’s 
more fit, physically and mentally, for life in to- 
morrow’s highly complex America.” 

Other experts differ. A recent study by Dr. 
Hans Kraus of New York University, for ex- 
ample, concluded that most U.S. kids do not 
even come up to a minimum standard for good 


- 


health. He gave a set of six basic tests — like 
touching the floor with the finger tips, or lying on 
the floor and lifting the legs for 10 seconds — to 
7,000 European and U.S. youngsters. Fifty-six 
per cent of the Americans failed, compared to 
only 8 per cent of the Europeans. 

Understandably, parents say:“Our kids can’t 
do the things we did at their age.” Yet their 
claims cut*no ice with many doctors. Says Dr. 
Donald Dukelow of the American Medical As- 
sociation: “Studies of the modern generation in 
comparison with its parents show the modern 
generation to be far better off.” 

To back that up, Dr. Dukelow ticks off these 
findings: 1) The average GI in the U.S. Army 
during World War II was an inch taller, five 
pounds heavier and in a better state of nutrition 
than average World War | doughboys; 2) Col- 
lege students of only 25 years ago were shorter, 
lighter and in a poorer state of nutrition than 
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1956: Students at Wakefield High show some of many activities 
taught in physical-education classes during year.

Wakefield's teenagers stay 


after school—and like it 


In determining fitness, therefore, he 
says, you have to determine fitness for 
what. “Fitness,” he explains, “and that 
means social and emotional fitness as 
well as physical well-being, should refer 
to your ability to do the things you must 
do as part of your daily hfe. We're try- 
ing to make our kids fit— not neces- 
sarily for Olympic games or a military 
career —- but for all the high-pressure 
strains and nerve-racking give-and-take 
of modern living.” 

A prime example of this modern con- 
cept in physical education is Wakefield 
High School here in Arlington, across 
the Potomac from Washington, D.C. Ex- 
plaining the thinking behind Arling- 
ton’s physical-education program, War- 
ren points out: “Thirty or 40 years ago 
in this country, physical education was 
patterned after the European system, 
with a strong empbasis on calisthenics 
and other muscle-building exercises. To- 
day we still use calisthenics but only as 
one activity of many; during a school 
year here, our 2,400 boys and girls learn, 
during one hour daily in the gym or out- 
doors, such sports as tennis, golf, 
archery, softball, track, basketball, vol- 
leyball, shuffleboard, table tennis, social 
dancing and a dozen other activities. 

“As you can see, many of those activi- 
ties are ‘carry-over sports’ — ones that 
teenagers can play after they graduate. 
That's important, for in the world that 
they'll enter —- dynamic, full of tensions, 
yet with more and more leisure time — 
they must know how to use that leisure 
time to relax. Tension, remember, is the 
No. | disabler of Americans.” 

But one hour a day of physical activ- 
ity is not enough exercise for any grow- 
ing teenager, adds Warren. Result: after- 
school games at Wakefield for any stu- 
dent who's interested. The kids get to 
play —one class against the other in 


regular league games—every single 
sport taught in the physical-education 
classes. Since there’s something for every 
youngster and he doesn’t have to be too 
skilled to play, about two of every three 
Wakefield students stay after school 
(from 2:30 to 4) for these games. 
More than their bodies profit. Says 
Warren: “Besides learning skills and de- 
veloping self-confidence from these or- 
ganized games, the children learn to 
abide by rules, to get along with the next 
fellow, to accept victory graciously and, 
more important, to accept defeat with- 
out feeling frustrated or incompetent. 


Quick Muscles 


“We feel here that a physical-educa- 
tion program that only builds muscles ts 
merely a training program, while this 
richer program — one that builds social 
and emotional fitness as well as physical 
health — is an educational process.” 

But does this process reduce’ physical 
fitness at the expense of emotional and 
social fitness? Answer most doctors: Our 
kids may not have the muscles of the 
Europeans — because we don’t stress 
muscle-building — but U.S. boys, when 


called into the Army, quickly develop — 


those muscles. Moreover, when Ameri- 
cans have entered “muscle sports” in 
Olympic games, they've more than held 
their own. 

But even without bulging biceps — 
needed less in this Age of Automation 
—- today’s teenager is more fit for the 
American way of living today than the 
average European, claim modern edu- 
cators. If they’re right, and there’s in- 
creasing evidence that they are, then the 
next step is up to the parents. What's 
needed: better facilities for after-school 
play, as part of the school (below) or 
community playgrounds, so fit children 
can have the chance to keep fit. *

First Show Cost $1350, 
Average Now $180,000 


NEW YORK, June 23 


Bae tee HAS changed considerably since Ed Sullivan put on his first “Toast 
of the Town” variety show in New York on June 24, 1948. Sullivan himself and 
his staff have brought about many of the changes. 


The Sullivan program, now known 
simply as ‘The Ed Sullivan Show,” will 
observe its -eighth anniversary Sunday 
{7 p.m. on KWK.-TY) with an array of 
top stars who have appeared on 
show at one time or another in the past 
eight years. The cost of Sullivan's 
average Sunday night program these 
days is about $180,000, so it's a safe 
guess that the anniversary show will 
top thet figure by many thousands. 

But back in 1948, Sullivan's first show 
cost only $1350. Among the enter- 
tainers that night were comedians Mar- 
tin and Lewis, who got exactly $200. 
Today they can command $50,000 for a 
single guest appearance. Singing star 
Monica Lewis got $50 on the first pro- 
gram; she would get at least $3000 
today. Eugene List, the pianist who 
played for Churchill, Stalin and Truman 
at Potsdam, received $75. Rodgers and 
Hammerstein, the famous composers, 
appeared for nothing. Sullivan's dancers 
that night were paid $10 each. Now 
they get $145 a performance. 

** 

PRODUCERS OF THE Sullivan show 
point to a number of innovations in- 
troduced on the program. It was the 
first to turn the cameras on the audi- 
ence, first to use water and fire effects.

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It introduced rear-screen projection, and 
was first to use an overhead camera. 
Among other “firsts” credited to Sulli- 
van was the biographical program—

merstein Story,” among others. Sullivan 
also used stars and highlights from cur- 
rent Broadway productions. 

Constantly on the search for outstand- 
ing entertainers, Sullivan persuaded 
many to make their TY debuts on his 
program.
